The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  fell  to  a  record  ltjw  of  l6l, 
with  the  early  discharge  cases  from  .hospital  totalling  1,543'* 

The  appointment  of  a  nursing  officer-  in  1971  has  helped  to  prepare 
midwives  for  their  changing  role,  as  staff  concentrate  on  increased  ante-natal 
care  and  mothercraft  teaching. 


The  work  involved  in  hospital  liaison  has  incre  ;sed,  communications 
have  greatly  improved  between  the  hospitals  and  the  community  services  to 
the  advantage  of  all  concerned.

During  the  year,  482  visits  were  paid,  at  the  request  of  the  hospitals, 
to  assess  the  suitability  for  early  discharge. 

Visits  were  arranged,  and  have  taken  place,  of  ante-natal  mothers  who 
attend  the  mothercraft  classes,  to  visit  the  hospital  wards  prior  to  admission. 
This  has  been  appreciated  by  the  mothers  and  helps  allay  anxiety  on  admission.

Health  Visiting 


In  this  continuing  atmosphere  of  change,  the  Health  Visitor's  primary- 
function  remains  the  promotion  of  positive  health  within  the  community. 

The  attachment  of  staff  to  the  medical  practitioners  has  developed  into 
a  most  effective  team.  ! 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  Health  Visitor  was  ,  transferred  to 
liaison  duties,  with  a  reduced  case  load.  This  has  enabled  her  to  devote 
more  time  to  hospital  work,  visiting  patients'  homes  prior  to  discharge, 
also  providing  a  channel  of  communication  which  will  ensure  continuity  of 
patient  care. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

The  establishment  of  the  Social  Services  in  1971  transferred  some  of 
the  responsibility  for  the  community  care  of  these  patients.  Luring  the 
period  of  change,  Health  Visitors  continued  to  visit  cases  in  ineed  of 
support  and  maintained  a  close  contact  with  the  Social  Workers*. 

There  are  now  meetings  arranged  in  most  areas  for  all  staff  involved 
in  the  care  and  support  of  the  elderly. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  \ 

These  clinics  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  care  and  support- 
of  the  young  child.  The  developmental  assessments  and  screening  for 
normal  hearing  are  tests  which  have  been  welcomed  by  the  parents.

The  Health  Education  programme  in  Senior  Schools  has  continued  as  a 
joint  effort  of  the  teaching  and  health  visiting  staff;  a  few  Junior 
Schools  Jiave':  also  received  talks  on  personal  hygiene  and  the  problems  of 
infestation.

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  discharged  early  from  all  hospital  units,  with  a  greater  demand 
for  rehabilitation,  especially  the  cases  following  orthopaedic  surgery. 

There  has  been  more  involvement  with  the  hospitals,  our  staff  have 
visited  hospital  wards  discussing  patients  and  treatments.  This  has  improved 
communications  and  relationships  and  has  proved  worthwhile  in  view  of  the 
approaching  changes  which  will  be  necessary  for  a  unified  service. 

All  home  nurses  are  attached  to  general  practitioners'  practices.  They 
visit  surgeries  daily,  give  treatments  and  discuss  with  the  medical  staff 
their  patients'  progress.  This  has  resulted  in  a  higher  standard  of 
patient  care.  The  patients  who  are  mobile  have  the  advantage  of  attending 
the  surgery  for  treatment  where  both  the  doctor  and  the  nurse  are  available. 
This  is  an  improvement  to  the  patient  who  was  previously  housebound  awaiting 
the  nurse's  visit. 


The  time  spent  in  surgeries  and  Health  Centres  by  our  staff  has  increased, 
but  the  staff  feel  this  is  a  very  rewarding  aspect  of  patient  care. 


Night  Service 


The  number  of  cas*es  serviced  during  the  year  was  92,  an  increase 
of  21  from  the  previous  year. 


The  sitters  work  an  average  of  three  night?  par  week  and  we  have  been 
in  a  position  this  year,  (for  the  first  time)  to  service  all  cases  referred. 

The  service  is  much  appreciated  ISy  the  relatives  and  friends  of  these 
very  ill  patients. 


The  Staff 


The  number  of  staff  in  post  is  17  full-time  and  3  part-time,  but  the 
establishment  is  to  be  again  increased  with  effect  from  April  1973*  This 
increase  will  be  very  welcome  and  help  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  needs  of 
nursing  care  in  the  home. 

Two  nurses  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  National  Certificate  in 
District  Nursing;  three  nurses  attended  the  in-service  training  course  at 
Grant ley  Hall.  Three  staff  resigned  and  three  appointments  were  made.

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Introduction 


This  is  the  penultimate  annual  report  which  I  will  prepare.  Local 
Government  Reorganisation  will  mean  that  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  Council 
will  go  out  of  existence  on  March  31st,  1974*  Presumably,  the  annual  report 
for  1974  will  have  to  be  presented  to  the  new  Metropolitan  District  Council  for 
approval. 

This  is  the  twentieth  annual  report  I  have  prepared  for  your  consideration. 
When  I  prepared  the  first  one  for  1952,  I  do  not  remember  having  any  particular 
targets  or  ambitions.  No  doubt  this  was  because  there  was  so  much-  which  required 
to  be  done.  However,  as  the  years  went  by  and  the  Department  undertook  the 
administration  of  improvement  grants  a  secret  ambition  did  crystallise.  I  hoped 
that  before  I  left  the  service  of  the  Council,  every  house  in  the  district  would 
have  a  supply  of  hot  water,  a  bath  and  an  internal  water  closet.  Unfortunately, 
it  does  not  appear  that  this  dream  will  be  realised.  Firstly,  the  Council  goes 
out  of  existence  in  a  matter  of  months  and,  secondly,  the  administration  of 
improvement  grants  will  not  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
in  the  new  Metropolitan  District.  I  hope  my  successor  in  this  field  will 
pursue  an  enthusiastic  approach  and  he  will  accomplish  what  I  intended.  The 
past  twenty  years  have  seen  many  changes;  the  district  has  enlarged  and  so  has 
the'  Department  to  cope  with  the  additional  work. 

I  was  pleased  that  1972  saw  the  commencement  of  the  construction  of  a  new 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Thorpe  Salvin,  along  with  tne  provision  of  additional 
sewers.  This  is  the  last  major  Parish  which  had  to  be  provided  with  these 
facilities.  It  was  on  a  list  of  priorities  in  1952,  however,  it  is  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  record  that  work  has  started  at  long  last.  . 

The  year  has  been  extremely  busy.  Apart  from  the  normal  routine  work,  time 
has  had  to  be  found  for  the  preparatory  work  on  reorganisation.  The  written  text 
and  statistics  show  a  year  of  further  development. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  provision  of  new  sewers  and  a  sewage  disposal 
works  in  the  Parish  of  Thorpe  Salvin.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  major  works 
were  virtually  completed,  leaving  the  way  clear  to  make  the  necessary  connections 
of  .individual  properties  to  the  new  sewers.  The  effect  of  this  new  work  will 
mean  the  elimination  of  twenty-nine  cesspools  in  the  Parish.  After  the  completion 
of  this  scheme,  Gildingwells  will  be  the  only  Parish  in  the  district  which  does 
not  have  the  benefit  of  a  water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal. 

It  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  commence  work  on  the  improvement 
of  the  disposal  works  at  Todwick,  which  are  severely  over-loaded.  The  original 
plan  was  to  enlarge  the  works  to  deal  only  with  sewage  arising  from  the  Parish. 
However^  having  regard  to  a  large  amount  of  private  housing  development  anticipated 
in  the  Manor  Road  and  Storth  Lane  area  of  Wales  Parish,  it  was  decided  -to 
re-design  the  original  scheme.  The  Todwick  works  are  now  to  be  enlarged  to 
deal  not  only  with  sewage  from  this  Parish,  but  also  with  that  from  part  of 
Wales  Parish,  including  the  new  development.  The  scheme  also  includes  for  a 
sewer  extension  to  Kiveton  Lane,  Todwick.  The  removal  of  sewage  from  part  of 
Wales  Parish  will  ease  the  load  on  the  Kiveton  Park  disposal  works.  The  revised 
scheme  is  now  somewhat  complicated  by  the  several  owners  of  the  land  involved 
with  the  re-development.  Once  the  re-development  problem  is  solved,  the  project 
will  go  forward. 


A  proposal  for  further  residential  development  at  South  Anston  would  have 
placed  an  undue  burden  of  extra  sewage  at  the  new  North  Anston  disposal  works. 
However,  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  improvements  at  these  works  including 
tertiary  grass  plot  treatment.  It  is  anticipated  that  when  this  work  is 
completed,  the  disposal  works  will  be  able  to  deal  with  the  extra  sewage  from 
South  Anston.  At  the  year  end,  plans  were  at  an  advanced  state  and  work  due  to 
commence  early  in  1973. 


Water  Supply 


The  Sheffield.  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
.  supply  and  distribution  of  water  throughout  the  district.  The  Council's 
representative  on  the  City  Council's  Water  Committee  is  Councillor  S.  Bennett. 


The  close  liaison  between  the  Council  and  the  Waterworks  Department  in 
the  field  of  house  improvement  grants  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  and  examined  for  lead  content  in 
conjunction  with  the  Council  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Department.  None  of 
the  samples  contained  evidence  of  lead  contamination.  •  0 

Housing 

The  following  compulsory  purchase  orders  were  approved  by  the  Council 
in  August:-  p 

1.  Coronation  Avenue,  Dinnington, Compulsory  Purchase  Order  No.  1,  1972. 

(Nos.  1 6  to  46  (even  numbers  only)  Coronation  Avenue,  Dinnington). 

2.  Coronation  Avenue,  Dinnington,  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  No.  2,  1972. 

(Nos.  47,  49,  51,  53,  55,  57,  59  Coronation  Avenue,  Dinnington). 

3.  Plantation  Avenue,  Dinnington,  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1972. 

(Nos.  33,  35,  37,  39,  41,  43,  45,  47  Plantation  Avenue,  Dinnington). 

The  Orders  were  sent  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  confirmation 
which  resulted  in  objections  from  several  owners.  An  enquiry  has  been  arranged 
to  be  held  in  March,  1973. 

Re-housing  of  the  occupants  of  the  New  Street  Terraces,  Dinnington, 
continued  only  slowly  during  the  year.  The  building  of  replacement 
dwellings  had  not  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  sole  means  of 
providing  alternative  accommodation  was  by  re-lettings  of  Council  houses. 
Nevertheless,  it  was  possible  vy  this  means  to  re-house  the  occupants  of 
Jackson  Terrace  and  to  achieve  its  demolition  before  the  year  end.

Only  two  Council-owned  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  these 

were  the  last  two  of  the  twehty-tvo  bungalows  at.  Harthill  and  replaced 

sub-standard  houses  in  the  Parish. 
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Work  commenced  on  a  resident  warden  scheme  at  High  Hook,  Dinnington. 

This  comprises  of  a  warden' s  accommodation,  thirty  bungalows  and  a  community 
centre.  Progress  was  delayed  by  a  strike  in  the  building  industry  and  none 
of  these  properties  were  completed  by  the  year  end. 

Tenders  were  accepted  from  builders  in  respect  of  the  construction  of 
twelve  dwellings  at  Danby  Road,  Kiveton  Park,  and  twelve  dwellings  at  Woodsetts 
Road,  North  Anston.  The  latter  are  to  be  bungalows  which  eventually  will  form 
part  of  the  Caperns  Road  Community  Centre. 

j’.  * 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  specific  building  was  undertaken  during 
the  year  for  the  replacement  of  properties  awaiting  clearance.  It  is  hoped 
to  be  able  to  proceed  with'  further  clearance  work  in  Dinnington  during  1973* 

It  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  will  be  made  on  the  76  replacement  houses  at 
High  Nook,  Dinnington.  Otherwise,  a  situation  will  arise  where  occupants  of 
sub-standard  houses  will  have  to  remain  in  unsatisfactory  living  conditions 
longer  than  is  reasonably  necessary. 

House  Improvement  Grants 

The  Department  experienced  a  very  busy  .year  in  the  field  of  house 
improvement  grants.  Without  doubt,  the  increase  of  a  grant  payment  from 
50 jo  to  79?b  of  the  approved  cost  of  improvement  and  repair  works  proved  to  be 
very  attractive.  This  was  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  owner- occupied 
property,  but  even  with  the  enhanced  grant  it  is  still  proving  difficult  to 
persuade  owners  of  rented  accommodation  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
to  modernise. 

This  is  unfortunate,  because  generally  the  standard  of  rented  property 
is  lower  than  that  for  owner-occupied  property.  The  amount  of  disrepair  is 
usually  higher  and  the  rented  property  often  lacks  the  amenities  of  a  bathroom 
and  internal  water  closet. 

It  is  also  unfortunate  that  the  time  limit  for  this  payment  of  an  enhanced 
grant  is  rapidly  approaching.  The  Government  has  already  extended  the  limit 
from  June  1973  until  June  1974*  Any. approved  improvement  work  commenced  before 
June  1974  and  which  is  completed  before  31st  December,  1974*  will  also  qualify. 

At  the  present  time,  it  is  the  government's  policy  to  revert  to  the 
.original  grant  payment  of  % rfo  of  the  approved  cost.  A  case  could  be  made  for 
the  continuance  of  a  75^  payment  in  respect  of  all  rented  house  properties. 

This  would  be  particularly  helpful  to  enable  a  local  authority  to  complete  its 
modernisation  of  older  council  houses. 

During  the  year,  139  applications  were  received  for  improvement  grants  c-nd 
work  was  completed  in  108  cases.  53  applications  were  received  for  standard 
grants  and  there  were  54  completions.  There  were  29  application  for 
qualification  certificates  and  41  qualification  certificates  were  issued. 

During  1972,  a  start  was  made  on  the  modernisation  of  the  older 
Council-owned  houses. 

There  are  724  dwellings  which  require  improving  and  renovating  and  it  was 
obvious  that  this  number  could  not  be  dealt  with  within  the  period  ending 
June  1974*  In  order  to  carry  out  improvement  works  it  was  necessary  to  have 
the  properties  empty.  This  proved  to  be  an  insurmountable  problem  as  there  was 
a  lack  of  alternative  accommodation  for  tenants  whilst  work  was  proceeding. 

The  provision  of  caravans  for  this  purpose  was  discussed  but  was  ultimately 
rejected.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  undertake  a  scheme  involving  24 
houses  in  the  Wales  Parish  and  14  houses  in  the  Harthill-with-Woodall  Parish. 
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In  both  these  cases,  Council  houses  which  became  vacant  were  not 
re-occupied.  These  then  provided  temporary  alternative  accommodation  for 
those  tenants  whose  houses  were  being  modernised.  On  the  surface,  this 
appeared  to  be  quite  a  simple  operation.  However,  both  the  Housing  Officer, 

.Mrs.  M.  J.  Marriott  and  myself  were  involved  in  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
which  amounted  to  a  public  relations  exercise.  The  tenants  concerned  had 
first  to  be  persuaded  that  moves  were  absolutely  necessary.  Each  case  was 
treated  individually  and  the  Council  arranged  and  paid  for, all  removal  expenses 
and  in  some  cases,  for  the  storage  of  furniture.  The  properties  involved  in 
the  Wales  Parish  included  Nos.  2  to  24  Limetree  Avenue,  Nos.  1,  3,  5>  15 >  17 > 

19  Maple  Road,  Nos.  2,  4,  6  Ash  Grove,  and  Nos,  2,  4*  6  Myrtle  Grove,  Kiveton 
Park.  Of  these, three  were  completed  by  the  year  end  but  were  not  occupied. 

The  properties  in  the  Harthill-with-Woodall  Parish  included  Nos.  8,  10, 

24,  26,  28,  30,  44)  46  Wiimey  Hill,  and  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4)  5)  6  Crescent,  Harthill. 
By  the  year  end,  two  houses  had  been  completed  but  not  re-occupied.  Both 
schemes  were  delayed  .somewhat  by  a  dispute  in  the  building  industry,  but  even 
so,  work  proceeded  very  slowly.  It  was  intimated  that  after  the  first  two 
blocks  had  been  completed,  there  would  be  a  tendency  for  completions  to  come 
forward  a  little  more  rapidly. 

On  completion  of  these  two  schemes,  it  is  proposed  to  commence  similar 
operations  on  a  further  22  houses  in  the  Wales  Parish  and  18'  houses  in  the 
Harthill-with-Woodall  Parish. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  six  bungalows  at  Sheffield  Road,  South  Anston, 
were  modernised.  Two  privately  owned  properties  at  Nos.  1  and  3  Carlisle 
Terrace,  Dinnington,  were  purchased  and  modernised. 

Advances  for  Acquiring  Houses 

Five  applications  were  made  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  and 
Housing  Act  and  approved, by  the  Council.  Payment  was  made  in  three  cases. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Early  in  the  year,  a  consultation  was  held  with  representatives  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  on  the  provision  of  a  caravan  site  for  itinerant 
van  dwellers.  The  site  is  located  near  to  Magila  Cottages,  North  Anston,  and 
the  plan  showed  accommodation  for  sixteen  caravans.  The  County  Council 
representatives  were  asked  to  make  an  early  start  on  this  project  and  a 
promise  was  made  that  work  would  commence  in  late  Autumn.  By  the  year  end, 
no  start  had  been  made  and  the  commencement  date  had  been  moved  to  Spring  1973. 

In  the  meantime,  -the  Council  continued  with  its  policy  of  non-harrassment 
of  itinerant  van  dwellers,  the  majority  of  whom  occupied  the  Throapham  Common 
area  at  Dinnington. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

This  subject  was  discussed  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  by  the 
Council's  Public  Health  Committee.  However,  despite  a  substantial  minority 
voice,  the  Committee  decided  to  adhere  to  its  policy  of  non- implementation. 

The  membership  feels  that  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  is  only  a 
matter  of  time,  but  also  feels  that  the  nearness  of  that  time  will  be 
expedited  upon  local  government  reorganisation.  There  is  also  a  feeling 
that  a  change  from  bituminous  to  smokeless  fuels  will  bring  undue  hardship 
financially  to  the  district's  elderly  ratepayers.  There  is  no  obvious  evidence 
from  neighbouring  authorities  that  this  is  so.  Both  the  Social  Services  and 
Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Department  of  Social  Security

are  anxious  to  ensure  that  every  elderly  person  has  sufficient  fuel  for  his 
or  her  needs.  Over  the  past  few  months  there  has  "been  increasing  concern 
for  the  care  of  the  elderly,  particularly  in  the  field  of  hypothermia.  All 
the  agencies  connected  with  the  elderly  are  being  asked  to  concentrate  their 
efforts  in  ensuring  they  have  adequate  means  of  warmth.  This  drive  is  not 
being  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  clean  air. 

The  industrial  processes  in  the  district  very  rarely  pollute  the 
atmosphere,  except  in  one  case.  In  this  particular  instance,  the  process 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  but  a  watching  brief  is  held 
by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  -  Odours 

This  section  of  the  work  continued  to  command  a  considerable  amount  of 
your  inspectors’  time.  The  most  serious  pollutant  continued  to  be  the 
maggot  breeding  factory  at  Swinston  Hill  Road,  Dinnington, 

Although  the  operators  installed  gas  cleansing  equipment  and  a  plant 
for  the  reduction  of  waste  material,  the  Department  received  innumerable 
complaints  of  smell. 

Whilst  the  Council  appreciated  the  efforts  the  operators  had  made  in 
an  effort  to  eliminate  odour  emission,  it  was  decided  that  legal  proceedings 
would  be  instituted  against  them. 

Occasional  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  a  poultry  farm  also 
at  Swinston  Hill  Road,  Dinnington.  In  this  case,  the  smell  arises  from  a 
poultry  manure  drying  plant  which  produces  a  foul  smelling  steam.  The 
operator  was  advised  to  install  a  filter  and  condenser,  but  over  the  year, 
he  failed  to  take  any  action.  Towards  the  year  end,  the  Council  authorised 
legal  proceedings  to  be  taken. 

The  disposal  of  slurry  from  a  pit  unit  at  South  Anston  gave  rise  to 
complaints  from  householders  living  near  the  site.  Slurry  was  pumped  and 
sprayed  on  to  grassland  and  if  the  wind  was  in  an  easterly  direction,  complaints 
were  received.  After  the  harvest,  the  disposal  point  was  placed  approximately 
half  a  mile  from  the  original  site  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  nuisance. 

Noise 


There  were  no  serious  noise  nuisances  reported  during  the  year.  There 
were  several  instances  of  local  complaints  of  barking  dogs,  but  these  were 
settled  on  an  informal  basis. 

Although  a  comparatively  quiet  year  was  experienced  in  this  field  of 
environmental  health,  there  is  no  doubt  nuisance  from  noise  is  likely  to 
become  a  more  important  aspect  of  our  work.  Noisy  conditions  are  considered 
to  be  more  of  a  problem  of  urban  than  of  rural  areas.  However,  the  quieter 
level  of  background  noise  in  the  countryside  emphasises  the  intensity  of  a 
noise  nuisance  which  would  pass  unnoticed  in  a  town.  The  members  should- 
continue  to  be  vigilant  and  ensure  that  any  new  development  should  not 
detrimentally  affect  the  comparative  quiet  of  the  rural  area. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  to  be  a  feature  of  the 
Department's  work  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  no  contraventions  found  to  be  serious  enough  to  ask  the 
Public  Health  Committee  to  recommend  legal  proceedings.  Some  difficulty 
was  experienced  with  a  landlord  of  licensed  premises,  but  eventuall.v  the 
brewery  company  replaced  him.  At  the  year  end,  works  of  improvement  were 

commenced  which  will  overcome  all  the  objections  we  had. 
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Cafe  premises  which  had  "been  closed  for  a  considerable  period  were 
re-opened  towards  the  year  end.  The  new  occupier  was  persuaded  to  carry 
out  improvements  and  the  business  is  now  operating  on  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
basis.  '>  ' 

There  was  seme  concentration  in  the  field  of  food  hygiene  on  licensed1 
premises  and  clubs.  As  a  club's  registration  came  up  for  renewal  by  the 
licensing  magistrates,  the  opportunity  was  taken  of  looking  at  the  club's 
standard  of  hygieno.  Club  committees  have  been  found  to  be  most 
co-operative  and  the  advice  given  and  the  suggestions  made  have  been  carried 
out. 

Unsound  Food 

There  were  several  incidents -under  this  heading  but  none  were  serious 
enough  to  warrant  the  institution -of  legal  proceedings  by  the  Council. 

A  ratepayer  complained  that  a  pack  of  baby  food,  apple  pudding  mixture, 
had  caused  severe  vomiting  when  fed  to  his  four  month  old  child.  The  pack 
showed  a  date  stamp  which  was  many  months  out  of  date.  The  remnants  in 
the  carton- -V/er'e-  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  found 
to  be  sterile.  The  stocks  at  the  shop  were  examined  and  several  cartons  were 
found  to  be  out  of  dateo  The  manageress  was  advised  to  maintain  a  more 
careful  check  on  stock  rotation. 

A  complaint  was  received  of  a  cigarette  end  in  a  six  ounce  jar  of 
mint  humbugs.  The  jar  had  been  purchased  whilst  on  holiday  at  a  seaside 
resort.  It  was  returned  to  the  Public  Health  Department  at  the  holiday 
resort  with  a  request  for  an  investigation  to  be  carried  out. 

■  A  seven  ounce  tin. of  chopped  ham  was  found  to  be  decomposing  when  it 
was  opened.  The  continental  factory  examined  the  can. which  appeared  to  be 
unsatisfactorily  closed.  Air  had  thus  penetrated  the  seal  giving  rise  to 
the  decompositions  ; 

Foreign  Bodies  in  Pood 

There  were  two  incidents  of  this  type  during  the  year. 

The  first  case  involved  a  7  lb.  tin  of  Australian  corned  beef  which 
appeared  to  contain  seed  pods.  Upon  examination,  these  proved  to  be  of 
animal  origin  and  were  either  blood  clots  or  glandular  tissue.  The  second  - 
case  involved  a  slight  infestation  of  a  70  lb.  sack  of  self  raising  flour 
by  larvae  of  the  flour  moths  Despite  exhaustive  enquiries  at  the 
wholesalers  and  the  millers,  it  was  not  possible  to  discover  where  or  when 
the  infestation  occurred. 

The  incident  was  reported  at  a  local  High  School  and  advice  was  given 
on  the  storage  of  flour  in  the  domestic  science  department.

Meat  Inspection 

Daily  slaughtering  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the  Bacon  Factory, 
Todwick.  There  was  a  further  increase  in  throughput  of  carcases,  38,269 
as  compared  with  24,580  carcases  in  1971*  An  authorised  meat  inspector  was 
present  at  all  times  when  slaughtering  and  dressing  was  taking  place. 

The  total  charges  for  meat  inspection  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£1,435*10. 


Extensive  alterations  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in  the  slaughter 
house.  A  nbw  scalding  tank  and  scraper,  hair  singe  equipment  and  back 
scraper  were  installed.  The  overhead  rails  were  re-sited  to  accommodate 
the  new  equipment  and  the  wail  surfaces  were  tiled.

During  the  year,  eight  applications  were  received  for  registration 
but  the  total  number  of  premises  registered  fell  from  122  in  1972  to  107.

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Scrap  Metal  Dealers 


The  Council  has  a  duty  to  register  any  person  in  the  district  who  carries 
-  on  the  trade  of  dealing  with  scrap  metals*  At  the  end  of  the  year,  23  persons 
were  registered,, 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 

At  the  end  of  the  year  29  persons  were -licensed  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  on  their  premises*  The  local  fire  service  undertakes  an 
annual  inspection  of  all  premises  on  behalf  of  the  Council  before  licences 
are  due  for  renewal*  The  inspections  did  not  reveal  any  serious  contraventions. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household 
refuse. 

The  main  collection  of  household  refuse  is  organised  in  three  rounds. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  separate  gang  operating  a  collection  of  trade  waste. 

An  additional  loader  was  provided  on  Round  B  because  of  the,  large  amount  of 
residential  development  within  this  area  covered  by  the  round.  A  new  Eagle 
Compress  load  5  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  the  Karvil’s 
Musketeer  which  operated  on  Round  B.  . . 

During  the  year,  a  new  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  was  purchased.  The 
Council  operates  a  full  service  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  up  ro  a  limit 
of  thirteen  emptyings  per  property  per  year* 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continued  at  two  sites;  the  Steetley  Quarry  at 
Kiveton  Park  Station  and  at  Greenlands  Quarry,  North  Anston. 

The  Council  operates  a  free  service  for  the  removal  of  bulky  refuse* 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles. 
The  disposal  of  old  vehicles  is  becoming  more  and  more  of. a  ^problem.  It  is 
perhaps  opportune  to  remind  members  of  the  public  of  the  heavy  ;fine  which  the 
Courts  are  allowed  to. impose  in  cases  of  vehicle  abandonment*  There  appears 
to  be  an  increasing  number  of  cases  of  old  vehicles  left  in  driveways  and  on 
rear  gardens  at  dweilinghouseso  These  can  be  particularly  dangerous  to 
children  and  especially  so  if  the  fuel  tank  contains  petrol.
